charter went into effect. Turner was 
specially fitted for the department of 
public works, and made his campaign 
for that-position, as he was formerly 
city engineer and was familiar with 
that part of the municipal affairs.

The law enacted at the last session of the Legislature requiring 


municipalities to make a financial report in a prescribed form to the 
State Controller is coming in for some sharp criticism.' At the 
session of the League of California Municipalities in Santa Barbara 
the projection of the' State's authority in municipal affairs has been 
brought acridly into discussion. 
Why should the State Controller 


be made the overlord of every municipality in the State? is a ques- 
tion that is asked with acrimony. 


Why indeed? 
However, the power of the State is being ex- 


tended in every direction and possibly it would be just as well to 
let the group of politicians now dominating the government at 
•Sacramento run everything, from the justice courts up. The ten- 
dency to make the Governor and the Controller the whole thing is 
'marked. The State (or the Controller) assumes the right to pre- 
scribe the methods of bookkeeping and accounting for municipali- 
ties and to require municipal officers to make reports to the State 
Controller. 
The matter could be simplified by having one form of 


charter for each class of municipalities and the Governor, empow- 
ered to appoint all city officers. The condition then would be ideal 


from 'one point of view. 


But there are those who think the State has no business to in- 


terfere in municipal affairs and override the principle of local self- 
government. 
City Clerk Alfred Davis of Santa Barbara holds to 


this opinion. He is not disposed to take orders from Sacramento and 
insurgently declares he will not in future keep his books and make 
up his accounts in the way the Controller directs. ' He talks bravely, 
but he will probably repent his contumacy and make humble sub- 
mission to the authorities in Sacramento. 
If he persists, he, is likely 


to have Adjutant General Forbes down on him with a troop of 
cavalry a.nd a battery of artillery to enforce the orders issued from 
the State Capitol. 
General Forbes will show him who is running 


things in California, .likewise exhibit to the citizens'of California 
a military figure so stately and rounded as to excite admiration and 
wonder. 
General Forbes -is the sword of reform as well as the 


mould of form. 


"Is Sacramento running the municipalities, or are the munici- 


palities running themselves?" petulantly asked Mr. Davis. "Why 
do they now want all of these complicated reports,? I have been 
clerk here for twenty years and the people seem to think my affairs 
are all right. 
I think it is going-a little too far to have the State 


dictate any special system. What business is it of the State's? I 
know it is a misdemeanor not to comply, and non-compliance may 
also carry with it a fine, but I think the next time any one comes 
into my office with such a request I'll show him the door." 


Such reactionary talk is not to be tolerated. 
Evidently Mr. 


Davis has not read the California Outlook nor communicated with 
Meyer Lissner. 
His seditious remarks are dangerously reaction- 


ary. They indicate subjection to the Southern Pacific railroad-and 
an enmity to progress. 
He will have to be disciplined and taught 


the lesson of obedience. He will be shown whether he-is from 
Missouri or not. He will presently discover that he is of no more 
account than an irrigation district bond, will be stamped no good 
and thrown into the scrap heap. Has he not yet found out that this 
is the age of reform? 
is flat burglary. 


The defiance he hurls at the State Controller 


The baseball interests of the United States have been com- 


bined in a gigantic trust. 
The various leagues have been organ- 


ized as a federation and are working on a community of interest 
plan. While the motive for this organization is gain, it has given 
the public cleaner sport and better ball. Commercializing the na- 
tional game has not degraded it—quite the contrary. The rules 
have been perfected, the players brought under discipline and cer- 
tain scandalous features which crept in when the leagues were -not 
acting in concert eliminated. 
Hence there has been a revival of 


confidence and an ardent renewal of interest in the games. It is 
the popular belief that the games are on the square and that the 
players are doing their best to .win. This belief we believe to be 
justified on the whole. It is one of the biggest assets the league 
managers have, hence it is something to be cultivated.- By culti- 
vating, it the league managers will consult their own' interests and 
keep alive the love of clean sport and fair play. 


Interurbaa Railways In Texas. 


An interurban electric line connecting Houston with. Galveston 


is practically complete and will be opened for traffic in a very short 
time. It would be opened at once only the great causeway con- 
necting' Galveston with the mainland is not fully completed. 
It 


will be finished shortly, however, and trolley cars will then begin 
to run between Houston and Galveston every hour 'during the day. 


The building of this line shows that we are somewhat -behind 


other localities in constructing interurban rapid transit facilities. 
Houston and Galveston are fifty-two miles apart. • The population 
of the former, including suburbs, is about 125,000. 
• Galveston has 


about 40,000 inhabitants, but it has a splendid beach and is. a pop- 
ular bathing resort. But even so, the line connecting it with Hous- 
ton does not offer so many opportunities for business as a trolley 
line between Oakland and San Jose. Three competing steam rail- 
road lines run between Houston and Galveston, and there is also 
a water transportation route. 


The distance between Oakland and San Jose is only forty- 


three miles, and the two steam roads connecting the two cities are 
both owned by the Southern Pacific. The region lying'between is 
level and thickly inhabited; there are no large streams to bridge 
and no expensive physical obstacles to overcome. 
Oakland, Berk- 


eley and Alameda have a combined population of nearly a quarter 
of a million, while the population of San Jose and suburbs is some- 
where round 40,000—about the same as the population of Galvesr 
ton. 
Such populous towns as San Leandro, Hayward, 'Niles) Irv- 


ington, Newark and Milpitas lie between Oakland and San Jose. 
' 


Therefore the inducements to build an interurban line .from 


Oakland to San Jose are much greater than those which prompted 
the building of the line between Houston and Galveston. An elec- 
tric line between this city and San Jose is projected and will doubt- 
less soon be built, but it is surprising that one is not already in 
operation. That such a line would be a paying investment seems 
beyond cavil. 
THE TRIBUNE hopes to see Key Route trains 


running to San Jose in the near future. 


The Houston-Galveston line is not the only interurban project 


3n Texas worthy of mention. Work is soon to be commenced on 
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miles apart and are already connected by two direct steam-railway 
lines. 
Dallas and Fort Worth are already connected by an inter- 


urban railroad. The same system will soon connect Sherman, Den- 
nison and Paris with Dallas. In fact, a web of electric lines is be- 
ing constructed to connect all the cities and .townjs of North Texas 
with Dallas, which is the metropolitan center of'the district. Oak- 
land ought to be the center of a similar system, and that, we be- 
lieve, is the intention of F. M. Smith and his associates in the United 
Properties Corporation.

There is trouble in the Democratic camp in Missouri. Champ 


Clark's incipient Presidential boom is setting the Bourbons of that 
State by the ears, and already there are mutterings of the coming- 
fray. A sharp conflict is on between the partisans of Joseph W. Folk 
and Champ Clark who are lining up in opposing camps. Senator 
Reed is a militant leader of the Folk forces, while Senator "Gum- 
shoe" Bill Stone is 'quietly organizing- the Speaker's supporters. 


The Democratic State convention which met last year adopted 


a resolution declaring Folk to be Missouri's choice for President. 
The resolution went so far as to pledge the State's delegation to 
him, although it is obvious that one convention has no power, .legal 
or moral, to bind a succeeding convention to support any particu- 
lar candidate. But Folk and Reed contend that the action of the 
convention of 1910 is binding, and that it is a breach of faith to 
argue that it is not. Mr. Folk takes. the position that the Missouri 
delegation is his by right, and that the convention which is to as- I 
semble next year will be guilty of 'larceny or something worse if it 
endorses Champ Clark or fails 'to send a Folk delegation to the na- 
tional convention. 


When Folk was endorsed last year the Democrats had not 


elected a majority of the House of Representatives and Champ 
Clark had not' loomed large in the country as a Presidential p.ossi- 
bility. 
Presidential :'politics had not become sharply defined nor 


had available candidates for the Presidential nomination emerged 
from -the ruck of local conflict. Woodrow Wilson had not been 
elected .Governor- of New Jersey to at once take a lea'ding place 
among Presidential aspirants. 
Judson Harmon ,had. not been re- 


elected Governor ol Ohio by a majority of 100,000. Eugene N. Foss 
had not carried Massachusetts into the Democratic column and 
John A. Dix, was still a private citizen' of New York. Hon. Oscar 
W. Underwood of Alabama had not become a national figure. Folk 
was a tentative candidate of somewhat imposing proportions. 


But the election of November, 1910, immediately changed the 


face of things. 
Folk was relegated to the background and a new 


group of Presidential possibilities appeared,' each one of whom com- 
manded more attention and visible strength than the Missouri ex- 
Governor. As events moved on, Dix dropped out of consideration 
and Charnp Clark appeared as one of the three most likely possibili- 
ties on the Democratic side. 
Folk has found himself sidetracked 


by the logic of circumstances. That explains why he is attempting 
to intervene between Clark and the Missouri delegation. If, he can 
hold the Missouri delegation to himself, the Speaker will be shut 
out, but how Folk is to benefit by it is not apparent. The support 
that is gravitating to Clark by the law of politics will not go to 
Folk if Clark be declared oiit of the race. 
It is more likely to 


divide" between Wilson and Harmon. Nor wHl Folk improve his 
prospects in other states by standing upon a claim that is not 
founded on. justice and fair play. His attempt to take snap, judg- 
ment against Clark is sure to discredit him with thinking people 
all over the country. A candidate who presents himself as a moral 
issue cannot afford to; come into court laden with the spoil of a 
machine trick intended to prevent the voters of his own State from 
giving free and fair expression to titeir preferences. , 
, 


The insurrection in China 'is spreading day by day. It has not 


developed to any extent openly . in the great southern provinces, 
but the dispatches indicate that .the Canton district is seethiag with 
seditious sentiment. The. assassination of the .imperial general sent 
to Canton to succeed the imperial commander assassinated last 
April is an evidence- of how rife is the spirit' of revolt. The north- 
ern provinces are, still nominally loyal to the Peking government, 
but the governor of Shanghai has changed his headquarters in ap- 
prehension of an uprising in that city.

The perfect fossil of the huge sea tor- 


toise thirty inches In diameter has b*en .* 
found in Mount Baldy, 3000 feet/ab3ve 
the present .sea level, near Los Angeles. 
It Is thought that* this is a relic of a 
geological age 400,000 years ago, when 
all the western part of the country was 
still under the sea, and the Rocky IStoun- 
tains were either submerged or onlj 
showed their tips as jagged Islets.

the continent via New Orleans to fight 
for the custody of the child. 
She came

established a residence in Colorado and 
secured an absolute divorce from his wife 
on the ground of Infidelity, together with 
the custody of the daughter,, who at tlmt 
time was in the custody of Mrs. Jennison.

case of rheumatism in her fingers, and the joints were beginning 
to,swell and look ugly. "Each night she took a warm olive bath 
and rubbed her hands and the joints of her fingers carefully and 
she soon found they were much improved. In time the swel- 
ling and ugliness entirely disappeared. 


Few women's nails are nicely shaped. Unless they patron- 


ize a manicure most women allow the cuticle to grow up over 
the nail, and they cut the nails instead of filing them.. Cutting 
the nails makes them thick and brittle. Look, at the nails of the 
man who is always tampering with them with his pocket .knife;

Xew Testament; and were rejected by 
St Jerome In the fourth century in his 
edition of the Vulgate as they are re- 
j.-ctc-d today by Protestant scholars; the 
Protestant revised version of 1881, the 
Greek text of Westcott and Hort, etc. 
Tho words in question aro a marginal 
clOKS interpolated by some copyif 
'ho 


while writing had in mind those 
/as 


of the Greek liturgy which are proaably 
borrowed from a passage in the old Testa-

Orville Wright Declares It Will 


Be Possible to Stay Up 


Ten Hours. 


KITTYHAWK, N. C., Oct.' 26.—"There j 


Is no reason why an aeroplane cannot, 
stay' up for ten hours without power as 
well as ten minutes." said Orville --Wright 
yesterday in discussing- his remarkable 
feat on Killdevll Hill yesterday. - 
Wright talked while making 
further 
tests w.ith the motorless biplane which 
gave splendid results Tuesday. 
Twenty (lights- in all were 
made by 
Wright and Alexander Ogllvie, but owing 
to unfavorable .atmospheric conditions the 
men at' no time remained in the air for 
more than a minute, at a time. 
"I say there is' no reaaon why a man 
cannot keep an aeroplane in the air for 
ten hours without power," 
continued 
Wright. 
"I don't mean that it can be 
done -at onca. It -will mean a machine 
that is structurally different, and more 
accurately developed instincts in 
the 
pilot. 
.' 


LARGER AND STRONGER. 


"A-craft must be built larger and. of 
stronger material. 
The present struc- 
ture is adapted to the present status of 
the aviator because' he can smash it 
frequently and have it repaired frequently 
without prohibitive cost. 
"My experience with the complex ait 
currents verified my theory that the avia- 
tor must become more of a bird than he 
is at present before we have, real, soar- 
ing flight as a common place. 
' 'I believe that there is , dormant In 
the,human being every instinct that the 
bird possesses. 
The bird is able to fly 
simply because it has remarkable equil- 
ibriust intuition. 
"This Instinct will unquestionably .ha 
aroused "in man before many.years pass. 
Knowing that there 'is such an instinct 
we will provide mechanical means to 
do automatically what the bird has been 
taught to do by nature. 
"When this ideal condition of flight is 
achieved I am certain that flight with 
very small power will be possible. 
In- 
deed,' I think that under certain condi- 
tions It could be done now. 
"We will try no stability devices here 
and have none here now that the public 
Knows anything about. 
The device we 
desired to use Is. a very simple affair 
which can be put together of 
ordinary 
material In a few' hours. 
"I am naturally very much pleased that 
the experiments we have tried here have 
demonstrated, that the new craft has 
such remarkable and unexpected effici- 
ency. Some of the things that have per- 
plexed us concerning tha flight of birds 
are now clearer."-
